Mr. Murray’s list of publications for the present month includes Captain 
M‘Clintock’s Narrative, announced in our last as at press; Mr, Charles Dar- 
win’s new work on the Origin of Species; the late os Wilson’s (of Cal- 
eutta) Life and Correspondence ; Historical Evidences of Revelation, by the 
Rey. George Rawlinson; Lord Carnarvon on the Archmology of Berkshire ; 
New Zealand, Past and Present—Savage and Civilized, by Arthur 8, Thom- 
son, M. D.; Self-Help, with Illustrations of Character and Conduct, by 
Samuel Smiles, Author of the Life of George Stephenson; Becket, a Biogra- 
phy, by the Rev. Canon Robertson, with illustrations; The Pious Robert 
Nelson, his Life and Times, by the Rev. C. F. Seeretan; and the First Volume 
of Dr. Smith’s Dictionary of Biblical Antiquities. 

It will be a matter of general satisfaction to the trade, and to all who ap- 
preciated the publications of the late Mr. Edward Moxon, to know that ar- 
rangements have been made for continuing the business, and thoroughly 
working the numerous valuable copyrighta connected therewith; new edi- 
tions of several of the books are naw ready, and the forthcoming pictorial 
edition of Mr. Tennyson’s Princess is another of the results attending this ar- 
rangement. 

Mr. Nimmo, of Edinburgh, has in the press a new Novel by the author of 
the Green Hand, entitled Hinchbridge Haunted, a Country Story. 
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Judging from the announcements before us, the books that have already 
appeared, and the active demand through the country, there is abundant 
reason to believe in a good season. Cheap reprints have, it is likely, only 
increased the desire for, and induced the publication of, better editions and 
larger enterprises ; and as newsvendors and railway stalls have in a measure 
displaced booksellers, booksellers have become publishers, and supply keeps 

e in this way with demand in every class of literature and at every price. 
Panctily creates them, it is to be hoped success wil! sustain the increasing 
number of publishers, and that both publisher and vendor may rejoice 
together. We have not yet attempted a computation of the issues of 1859, 
but we think by the end of the year it must show a considerable increase of 
publications over preceding years.

liam H. Groser, F. G. S., of the London Sunday School Union, “ Duty and 
Reward ; or, the Blessedness of Doing Good,” by the Rev. Washington Baird, 
Pastor of the Presbyterian Church, Spartanburg, 8. C.; ‘‘ Light in Darkness; 
or, Social Relations in Heaven,” by the late Rev. G. W. Perkins. 
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G. G. Evans publishes the “ Book of Plays : for Home Amusement : being 
a collection of Original, Altered, and Selected Tragedies, Plays, Dramas, 
Comedies, Farces, Burlesques, Charades, Lectures, ete., earefully arranged, 
and specially adapted for Private Representation, with full Directions for 
Performance,” by Silas S. Steele, dramatist, of which it is said: “The wide 
and still spreading popularity of ‘Home Theatricals,’ or Private Histrionics, 
amongst the most fashionable and refined circles, together with the repeated 
ealls for a form of Dramas, or Plays, differing in their structure and effects 
from those of other works in circulation, have induced the Publishers to pre- 
sent the following work, which it is hoped will be found suitable to the gen- 
eral taste, and to the various turns of talent or passion for portraying human 
character—even though they should comprise the sentimental, the comic, 
the eccentric, the heroic. In this work will be found, along with some ori- 
ginal pieces, a large number of the plays, comedies, and farces of the most 
popular Dramatists, from the days of Shakspeare to those of the present 
period ; all or most of which are compressed into one act, and into parlor 
scenes, or such as can easily be arranged by the ordinary household re- 
sources. It has been the particular study and aim of the compiler and pub- 
lisher to omit all sentences, words, or allusions, such as could be in the re- 
motest way objectionable to the most fastidious, and to retain the plot, the 
passion, and the moral of each play, in such a condensed form as would ren- 
der them an available, diverting, aud elevating vehicle of amusement, for the 
Parlor, the School-room, or the Lyceum.” 


J. B. Lirprycorr & Co. have got out a “ Manual of Public Libraries, Insti- 
tutions, and Societies, in the United States, and British Provinces of North 
America,” by William J. Rhees, chief clerk of the Smithsonian Institution. 
The author observes: “This work was commenced with the intention of 
making it merely a continuation of a report prepared by Professor C. C. 
Jewett in 1850 for the Smithsonian Institution, but the materials which were 
collected in answer to cireulars, contained much information relative to 
educational and other institutions that the compiler thought too important to 
be omitted. When, however, the work was presented to the Secretary of 
the Institution, he found it so extended with matter not within the original 
design, that he did not think himself authorized to edopt it as a Smithsonian 
report on libraries. The work is therefore published by the compiler in the 
belief that the additional matter, while swelling the cost beyond the appro- 
priation which was made for it by the Institution, will greatly increase its 
value, and render it more acceptable to the public. Full acknowledgment 
is here made for the materials collected, and the facilities afforded in the 
preparation of this volume, by the Smithsonian Institution. The difficulties 
in procuring information, and of properly arranging the data, can only be 
appreciated by these who have been engaged in statistical inquiries. While 
much, which could be desired, has not been accomplished, many imperfec- 
tions may be attributed to the fact that the work was prepared at the inter- 
vals of leisure, during several years, from the engrossing duties of a respon- 
sible position, and that unavoidable delays have occurred in the publication. 
It is hoped, however, that the facts presented will be considered valuable and 
instructive, and will not only serve to throw new light on our advancement 
as a people; but will tend to produce greater interest in those powerful 
means of mental and moral improvement,—our Public Libraries.” 


W. A. Townsenp & Co. have got out a volume very appropriate to the 
coming season: “ Mount Vernon and its Associations, Historical, Biographi- 
eal, and Pictorial,” by Benson J. Lossing. The author says: “The title of 
this volume is so fully indicative of its character that scarcely a word of 
‘ foretalk,’ as the Saxon expresses it, seems necessary, except a remark that 
the work, without pretension to the character of a biography, presents, by 
the consecutive arrangement of facts and illustrations, quite a complete pic- 
ture of the Private and Domestic Life of Washington ; for that life, from his 
early childhood, was associated with Mount Vernon.” Mr. Lossing thus ex- 
plains the origin of this work: “Early in October, 1858, I visited Mount 
Vernon, and enjoyed the hospitalities of the mansion for two or three days. 
While there I sketched many things with which Washington was associated 
in life, and, on my return, wrote a narrative of the visit for Harper’s New 
Monthly Magazine, entitled ‘Mount Vernon as It is,’ illustrating it by en- 
gravings from those Sketches. On the appearance of that narrative, last 
March, the publishers of this volume conceived the plan of a more extended 
account of Mount Vernon and its Associations, and desired me to prepare it. 
As the possession of that estate was to pass, this year, from the Washington 
family forever, it appeared to be an appropriate time for the preparation of 
such a memorial, and I undertook it. The following pages are the result. 
To make the work more complete, I visited Arlington House, and other places 
where I knew there were objects that were once at Mount Vernon, and made 
sketches of them. Those, and the drawings made for Harper's Magazine, and 
a few that are in my ‘ Field-Book of the Revolution,’ are given in this work.” 
This elegant book is profusely illustrated, and excellently printed on tinted 
paper. 

D. Appteton & Co. issue two new juveniles. “The New Night-Caps told 


to Charley,” is by the author of “‘ Night-Caps,” “‘ Life among the Children,” 
“ Aunt Fanny’s Stories,” ete., and “ Martha’s Hooks and Eyes.” 


Linpsay & Btaxiston have got out a new volume of “ Poems,” by 
Henry Harbaugh, author of “ The Sainted Dead,” “ Heavenly Recognition,” 
ete. 


T. B. Perenson & Brortners have got out an edition of Dicken’s new novel, 
“A Tale of Two Cities,” just completed. 














J.S. Reprretp publishes a new and revised edition of “The History of 
South Carolina from its First European Discovery to its Erection into a 
Republic, with a Supplementary Book, bringing the Narrative down to the 
Present Time,” by William Gilmore Simms, who says: “The volume here 
submitted to the reader, is an attempt to supply what seemed to the writer a 
popular desideratum. It was written fifteen years ago, and is now revised, 
with copious additions. It was originally conceived with the view to the in- 
struction of an only daughter in the history of her birthplace. This could 
not be done with the existing histories. He found it no easy matter to place 
before her the materials necessary to convey the desired information, He 
had, it is true, all the several works already devoted to this subject. The 
various, histories of Hewatt, Drayton, Ramsay, Moultrie, ete., were all in his 
collection ; but volumes so cumbrous, and so loaded as they are with prolix 
disquisition, and unnecessary if not irrelevant detail, he felt convinced were 
in no respect suited to the unprepared understanding and the ardent temper 
of the young. These authors wrote, generally, at a period when the doc- 
trines of popular representation of suffrage, self-government, and many other 
principles, regarded as essential to the preservation of social liberty, were 
either of novel suggestion or very imperfectly understood. It seemed neces- 
sary, and was, therefore proper, in that early day, that they should be dis- 
cussed at length. These discussions, however, overloaded the narrations of 
the historian and impaired their interest. They were cumbered with opin- 
ions now regarded as truisms, which too greatly trespassed on the dominions 
of simple truth. So soon as the public mind had decided these questions, the 
discussions upon them necessarily sunk out of sight, and involved in their 
own oblivion the histories upon which they had been grafted.
